All the documents D2-D13 disclose compounds (see passages indicated in the 
search report) which are included in the scope of at least independent claim 1 and 
are descnbed to have spasmolytic activity or are explicitly disclosed as muscarinic 
M3 receptor iigands. At least the independent claims 1 , 10-1 6 are thus not novel 
Cla.ms 7-9 are novel since the claimed example compounds are not disclosed ' 
ind.v.dually. Claim 1 7 is novel since the cited documents do not disclose 
compounds which have an alkylamino substituent attached to the quaternised N- 
atom of the ring. 



V-3. Inventive step (Art. 33(3) PCT) 



D2-D13 disclose compounds disclosed as having spasmolytic activity and/or being 
muscar.n.c receptor Iigands. Since the disclosed compounds are included in the 
claimed scope or have been excluded only by proviso-like definitions (the split-up 
def,n,t.ons L/M and R5 in claim 1) , the problem of finding further muscarinic 
receptor Iigands has been solved in an obvious way. It is presently not apparent 
that the dependent claims contain structural features which are not obviously 
derivable from D2-D13. The intermediates of claim 17 would fulfil Art. 33(3) PCT 
only if they were intermediates in the production of with inventive end products
